Profesor Christy said that many young 


men

fact that in earlier years they had not 
taken advantage of a technical educa-

ceeds well," he said, "but they feel their 
lack of training In later years."

S. Latham, son of a former governor 
and United States Senator, died yes- 
terday at the Gardiner sanatorium, 
Belmont, San -Mateo county; in the 
consciousness that he was the object 
of a singularly unselfish attachment. 


Seven years agro Latham, met and 


fell in love with Miss Edith Norris at 
a mardi gras ball 'at the Hopkins. Art 
Institute. 
Their 
engagement

announced shortly afterward, /but a 
sudden illness of Latham . made it 
necessary to defer their marriage. 


In time it became known that La- 


tham's malady was, incurahble, and 
that he would, have a lingering, but, 
certain death. 


Advised of 'this outcome, Miss /Nor- 


ris remained in constant attendance 
at the bedside of .the dying man. Six 
we<5ks ago the illness of Latham, be- 
came acute. 


Latham was 4 1 years old. He was

President Taft's message is., £ -clear-, exposition of the. trust sit- 


uation; it also unmistakably discloses the President's .attitude'to- 
ward the Sherman anti-trust law and what his purposes, art relative, 
to that statute. 
A franker or more illuminating document was, 


never sent from the W-hi-te House to the Capital.. 


First and foremost, the President announces his belief that' 


obedience to the law will not injure or unjustly burden any honestly 
conducted business. Then he explains that the object of the law 


• is to prevent monopoly and hold open the door of opportunity. He 
.thinks the law in its present form will fairly accomplish this result. 
Hence he is opposed to repealing or amending the anti-trust statute. 


Again, the President announces that he knows of no way to 


enforce a law other than to prosecute all who violate it He does not 
subscribe to his predecessor's theory that "administrative treat- 
ment" and not lawsuits is the remedy for trust evils. The absorp- 
tion by the Steel Trust of the Tenaessee Coal and Iron .Company, 
is an example of administrative treatment that William H. Taft 
is not inclined to follow. It has not struck the country as an,evL 
dence th-at the Sherman.law was being enforced or that the evils of 
trust monopoly were put down. Nor is. it a convincing, proof that 
the passage of the Sherman Act was a mistake or that the law 
should be repealed. 


President Taft's message will not. encourage the trusts to con- 


tribute to a campaign fund for his re-election. They subscribed 
quite cheerfully to Colonel Roosevelt's campaign fund, and the 
Steel Trust at least has no reason to believe that it made a mis- 
take. It was not prosecuted, but given a dose of administrative 
treatment that made the country sick even if it. did relieve Wall 
street of a severe attack of financial congestion. 


In short, the President says the Sherman Act is a good law 


intended to accomplish a good purpose, and that lie intends to en- 
force it, notwithstanding Colonel Roosevelt's objectipn to lawsuits. 
Moreover, he says the courts have interpreted the law fairly and 
intelligently, and by doing so have made it effective to accomplish 
the results which it was enacted to achieve. The President says 
the law is not too drastic in its provisions nor unjust in its purpose,1 


and he dismisses with a few words of common sense comment the 
plea that the big business men cannot tell whether they are violating 
the law. or not. Pie says they know when they are combining to 
stifle and break down competition and'1 establish monopoly that they 
are violating the law. That is what you must not do, he says to 
them ; otherwise you are all right. 


The message is a firm, straight 'heart-to-heart talk with the 


general public and the business interests \vhich is instructive in its 
exposition of a vexed question and a convincing proof of the.Presi- 
dent's intention to do the right thing so far as lies within his power.

Dec. 6.—The construc- 
tion of a fifty-mile railway line from 
the terminal of the Southern Pacific 
at Pollasky. twelve miles from 'this 
city, to within a short distance of the 
summit of the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains, has been begun by the Pacific 
Electric Company of Los Angeles and 
the San Joaquin Light and Power 
Company of Fresno, both so-called 
Huntington corporations. 


The road is to cost $1,000,000 and 


will be completed during- the coming 
spring. 
It is to run to the Bijr Creek 


site of the San Joaquln Light and 
Power Company, where large hydro- 
electric construction is being carried 
on. 


Engineers have been at ivork on the 


road for about three weeks, but the 
matter was kept quiet until today, 
when official announcement was made 
by A. G. Wishon, local, manager of 
the Huntington interests.

CHICAGO, Dec. G.— Pres. Benjamin A. 


Fowler suepaking at opening of.the nine- 
teenth national irrigation congress here 
today, advocated amendments to the na- 
tional irrigation act and urged the re- 
clamation of swamp lands as two of the 
most important matters "for discussion by 
the congress. 


"More than nine years 
have 
passed 


since the national irrigation act became 
a.law and the reclamation service -was or- 
ganized," said President Fowler in taking 
up the subject of the proposed amend- 
ments. "As anticipated by its friends, the 
act has in practice demonstrated sor.ie 
weaknesses, which could hot be foreseen 
but ought now to be corrected. 


1—"The time limit of ten years in which 


to return to the government in equal an- 
nual payments the cost of construction of 
a project is n#w recognized as too short, 
and the necessity of an extension is ad- 
mitted. 
' 


. 2—"Theoretically, irrigated lands under 
any government project ought to fur- 
nish the best of security for conservative 
mortgage loans at low interest. But put- 
side capital hesitates to offer itself for 
such loans because in case of foreclosure, 
the act operates against the mortgagee 
and prevents him as a non-resident from 
securing title. This ought to be remedied 
in the interest o£ both aides. 


3—"Experience' has shown' that when 


any project is more than .half completed, 
acerage property has so appreciated in 
value that .the opportunity-for the specu- 
lator as such or the"'large" capitalist has 
gone forever, and this time has come when 
the owner should no longer be required 
to live on'these lands." 


RECLAIMING SWAMPS. 


Regarding the reclamation of swamp 


lauds, President Fowler said in part: 


"In addition to the land area available 


for reclamation through irrigation, there 
are about eighty million acres of swamp 
and overflow lands not now inhabitable 
but susceptible to drainage. 


"Though these wet lands are. mostly 


along the Gulf and Atlantic slopes, with 
considerable areas in Pacific states, they 
are distributed throughout, every state. 
Generally of great fertility they would, if 
reclaimed, sustain a population of ninety 
millions ot people. While not yet settled 
or cultivated, except in a small way, most 
of the wet lands have been ceded to states 
and Jiave passed into private ownership. 
By far the greater portion of the area, 
(for example,'in the lower Mississippi re- 
gion,) Is so located that drainage 
pro- 


jects would necessarily 
affect' 
several 


states, so that the drainage problem is es- 
sentially 
interstate, 
involving: 
federal 


action with' that of the states. 


NEED OF 'EXTENSION: 


"It is clear that one.of the great needs 


is the extension of reclamation over the 
wet. lands, and it is important that the 
action be taken by state legislatures and 
congress in ..co-operation .with 
private 
owners'at'ari early date. 
; 


"Thus far no attempt has been made to 


formulate, a policy looking to the recla- 
mation of our wet lands by drainage. But 
it is hoped that the deliberations of this 
meeting will at least point, a way to the 
adoption of a wise mode of procedure. 


"The swamp land 
drainage 
crusade, 


embracing as it does, more than eighty 
million acres of wet land, in thirty-five 
states, Is a proposition so big, involving 
so many million of dollars and such vast

That oovjrt. had decided 
that the word "person" employed in the 
act did not include women. The legisla- 
ture'of New Brunswick thought different- 
ly 'and immediately, afterward passed an 
act to enable Miss French to practice.

men have been detailed to special 
duty. 
Natives and all suspicious per- 


sons are being .watched closelv and 
the streets are cro'wded with the con- 
stabulary. 


Second only to the advent of their 


majesties and their coronation on De- 
cember 12 is the interest -displayed in 
the encampment outside the city of 
Delhi. The tent city lies just west of 
the famous ridge and surrounds the 
Circuit house, built-by Lord Curzon 
for the 1003 Durbar. 
The camp is 


five miles square and contains every 
convenience of a modern city. There 
is a cab service, drainage system, over 
12 miles ot railroad, 31 postofflees and 
10 telegraph offices. 
Hero the King 


and Queen will occupy two great tents 
till after the ceremonies. 


During the ceremonies over a quar- 


ter of a million people will be under 
canvass at the encampment grounds, 
which cover an area of over 25 square 
miles. Four divisions of infantry and 
two divisions of cavalry have been mo- 
bilized for the Durbar a:nd 00,000 sol- 
diers are now in Delhi, besides, the 
escorts of the native princes.

PAST AN OPEN BOOK. 


He told Judge Wells that his past 


life was an open booR, and that aside 
from his being arrested once in Los 
Angeles for practicing his profession 
without a license, which charge was 
afterwards dismissed, he had never 
been in any conflict with the law. 
Moore told the court that he was an 
ordained 
spiritualist minister. 
He 


said he realized that he was-the ex- 
ponent of a very unpopular religious 
cause, which operated against him in 
his defense .at his trial, and he also 
pleaded that although he was ready 
at the beginning of his trial to estab- 
lish a complete alibi, the switching 
of the date of the alleged robbery os 
.Bentzen to April 3 instead of March
